Annual Meeting 15 March 1962

— VE3BYG.

Said dues to commence 
January 1st and to expire December 31st. That the Publication of "High- 
Q" be continued and that a Dues Committee be appointed by the Executive. 


This was seconded by Chas. McDonald - VE3GS and carried. 


The Club then had the pleasure of hearing from Les Harris - VE3AYZ, a 
member of long standing, who chose a type of speech which brought out the high 
points, and presented the Club with a mounted photograph in colour of the Club 
Members who took part in the Field Day 1961. This (was) accepted on behalf of 
the Club by President George Lord —- VE3BYG. 


The meeting was then called to order for the purpose of election of new 
executive, with the following results:

VE3AGA.
